To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  upon  the  Health  of  the 
City  in  1947. 

As  1 informed  you  in  September,  1947,  the  infant  mortality  rate 

was  likely  to  be  high.  As  you  will  see  in  the  report  this  forecast 

unfortunately  has  been  justified.  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  81.2  per 
1000  live  births.  Further  comment  will, be  found  in  the  report.  It  is 
gratifying  to  report  that  in  spite  of  the  unusually  high  birth  rate  of 

22.1  per  1000  population  no  mother  ilied  in  childbirth  in  the  City. 

Only  one  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year,  a 
record  which  supports  the  immunisation  campaign.  T.  he  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  generally  was  low  and  14  notifications  of  poliomyelitis 
during  the  summer  epidemic  can  only  be  considered  as  a comparatively 
mild  visitation  of  the  disease. 

I pay  tribute  to  you  all  as  a Committee  for  your  continued  support 
and  encouragement  in  our  work. 

I continue  to  receive  the  helpful  co-operation  of  all  the  City 
Officials  and  the  loyal,  support  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.

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INFANT  MORTALITY 

It  was  reported  in  September,  1947,  the  infant  death  rate 

was  likely  to  he  high  and  the  Medical  Oflicer  of  Health  suggested  that 
the  help  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  he  enlisted  in  an  endeavour  to  find  any 
cause  for  the  high  infant  death  rate  in  Chester. 

An  investigation  took  place  by  one  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  the 
• Ministry  of  Health  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  causes  of  death  in  the  85  infant  deaths  has  been  tabulated  and 
iS  shown  earlier  in  this  report.  Pneumonia,  Diarrhoea,  Prematurity 
anil  the  group  congenital  malformations,  birth  injuries  and  infantile 
disease  are  the  main  causes  accounting  for  78  of  the  85  deaths. 

.At  the  time  of  going  to  press  with  the  .Annual  Report  the  special 
report  of  Dr.  Gorrie,  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  is 
available  and  it  is  opportune  to  include  it  together  with  the  recommenrl- 
ations  of  the  Health  Committee.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES 


1 am  directed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to  refer  to  the  recent 
•visit  of  two  of  his  Medical  Officers  to  survey  the  arrangements  made 
for  maternity  and  child  welfare  in  the  City  and  to  the  discussion  on 
this  subject  which  took  place  in  January  between  one  of  the  visiting 
officers  and  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

In  the  course  of  the  survey  and  the  discussion,  special  attention 
was  given  to  the  high  infant  mortality  rate  prevailing  in  the  City.  As 
the  Council  recognise,  the  existence  of  this  high  mortality  rate  is  a 
matter  of  grave  concern.  The  Minister  desires  to  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  a large  proportion  of  the  infant  deaths  occurred  among  pre- 
mature babies  or  was  caused  by  pneumonia  or  diarrhoea.  The  pre- 
valence of  the  high  mortality  rate  cannot  be  attributed  to  any  single 
cause.  There  arc  undoubtedly  many  contributory  factors.  Provision 
of  better  housing,  upon  which  the  Council  are  already  engaged,  may  be 
expected  to  lead  to  an  improvement  in  infant  health,  as  in  public  health 
generally.  Beneficial  results  may  also  be  expected  from  improvements 
in  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  services  and  the  Minister  wishes  to 
bring  the  following  suggestions  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  in  this 
connection. 

Staff.' 

The  Minister  is  glad  to  learn  that  the  Council  have  decUlcd  to 
appoint  an  obstetrician  and  paedietrician  ; to  improve  the  staffing 
fxjsition  at  the  maternity  hospital  and  the  children’s  unit  at  the  City 
Hospital;  and  to  form  a team  of  home  helps.  He  suggests  that  a 
departmental  Sister  with  appropriate  qualifications  should  be  appointed 
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to  the  children’s  unit  of  the  City  Hospital  and  that  a Sister  with  ap- 
propiriate  qualifications  should  also  be  appointed  spvecifically  to  the 
premature  baby  unit — this  Sister  should  have  special  experience  in  the 
care  of  premature  babies  or  be  willing  to  take  a course  in  the  subject 
at  the  Sorrento  Hospital,  Birmingham.  The  Minister  notes  with  interest 
that  in  the  proposals  submitted  by  the  Council  under  Section  20  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  provision  is  made  in  the  plan  for  the  future 
development  of  the  Council’s  arrangements  for  the  care  of  mothers  and 
young  children,  for  the  establishment  of  a domiciliary  premature  baby 
service  as  recommended  in  the  Ministry’s  Circular  20/44. 

The  Minister  is  also  advised  that  the  children’s  ward  staff  should 
be  further  augmented  by  the  appointment  of  permanent  nursing  staff. 
In  this  connection  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  question  of  using 
certificated  nursery  nurses  sO'  as  to  avoid  having  to  place  reliance  upon 
personnel  who  would  soon  be  leaving  to  undertake  further  training. 

Consideration  should  be,  given  to  the  appointment  of  additional 
health  visitors  : every  effort  should  be  made  to  secure  at  least  one  or 
two  more  visitors  immediately.  The  Minister  suggests  that  con- 
sideration should  also  be  given  to  the  question  whether  it  would  not 
be  advantageous  to  re-allocate  the  duties  of  the  existing  staff  since 
at  present  these  duties  are  of  a very  mixed  nature;  it  might  be  well 
in  present  circumstances  to  separate  purely  health  duties  from  other 
duties  and  to  cohcentrate  for  the  time  being  on  the  former. 

It  is  noted  that  when  the  Council’s  pupil  midwives  have  been 
trained  in  gas  and  air  analgesia,  training  will  be  given  to  municipal 
midwives,  and  that  the  Council  propose  to  supply  these  midwives  when 
trained  with  the  necessary  apparatus. 

The  Council  will  appreciate  that  besides  having  an  adequate  staff 
it  is  essential  that  the  members  of  this  staff  should  work  in  full  co- 
operation in  caring  for  .the  mothers  throughout  the  ante-natal  and  post- 
natal periods  and  for  the  children  until  they  come  within  the  preview  of 
the  school  health  service. 

Premises. 

Improvements  at  the  premises  of  the  City  Hospital’s  children  and 
maternity  units  have  been  discussed  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Healtli. 

1 he  Minister  trusts  that  the  Council  will  lose  no  opportunity  to  provide 
adequate  and  suitable  clinic  premises  as  and  when  circumstances  permit. 

Education. 

1 he  Minister  would  suggest  that  consideration  should  be  given 
to  the  making  of  arrangements  for  health  visitors  and  midwdves  to 
have  post  graduate  courses,  to  the  organisation  of  jnter-departmental 
lectures  and  discussions  ami  to  collective  teaching  of  mothers  at  clinics 
by  lectures,  demonstrations,  exhibitions,  posts  and  possibly  by  comp- 
etitions. It  is  his  view  that  much  may  be  done  in  this  way  to  stimulate 
interest  and  promote  enthusiasm  among  both  staff  and  patients.

In  conclusion  1 am  to  express  the  Minister’s  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Council  and  their  officers  for  the  assistance  given  to 
his  officers  in  their  enquiry.  The  Minister  appreciates  the  Councirs 
genuine  concern  to  reduce  the  City’s  infant  mortality  rate,  and  he  hopes 
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that  the  investigation,  which  has  been  made  at  the  Council’s  request, 
and  the  foregoing  suggestions  will  help  to  bring  about  a reduction  in 
the  infant  mortality  rate.

RESOLVED— That  (i)  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  be  author- 
ised to  advertise  for  a Sister  with  appropriate  qualifications  for  the 
Premature  Baby  Unit  at  the  City  Hospital  (2)  the  Ministry  be  informed 
that  (a)  the  Committee  think  that  the  appointment  of  additional  Health 
Visitors  is  not  necessary  but  are  of  the  opinion  that  a re-allocation 
of  duties  so  that  the  existing  Health  Visitors  may  be  employed  solely 
on  Health  Visitors’  duties  would  be  advantageous  and  that  with  this 
in  view,  the  Committee  suggest  that  a State  Registered  Nurse  should 
be  appointed  for  Clinic  duties  and  (b)  the  Ministry’s  remarks  in  regard 
to  clinic  accommodation  are  noted,  that  the  Committee  are  anxious 
to  provide  suitable  accommodation  as  soon  as  possible  and  in  this 
connection  the  views  of  the  Ministry  be  requested  as  to  >vhether  they 
would  be  prepared  to  consider  a scheme  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings 
as  there  are  no  suitable  buildings  available  in  the  City  for  the  purpose. 

GENERAL  DEATH  RATE 


There  were  661  deaths  in  Chester  residents  giving  a death  rate 
of  14.0  per  1,000  population.

372  of  these  deaths  or  56.2  per  cent,  occurred  in  the  age  group 
65  years  and  over. 

Heart  disease  accounted  for  215  deaths  and  other  circulatory 
conditions  for  19  deaths. 

Bronchitis  was  the  cause  of  death  in  21  cases,  pneumonia  in  48 
and  other  resipiratory  conditions  in  1 1 cases. 

Cancer  accounted  for  89  deaths  of  which  48  were  in  the  age 
group  of  65  years  and  over. 

There  were  22  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  4 deaths 
from  other  tubercular  causes.

VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  DIS'I'RICT  DURING  1947  AND  PREVIOUS  YEARS. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  Country,  Chester  experienced 
the  epidemic  of  Poliomyelitis  during^  the  summer  months.  Fortun- 
ately the  outbreak  was  not  severe.  In  all  14  case's  were  notified 
eluring  the  year.  In  four  cases  no  hospital  treatment  was  necessary, 
the  infection  being  so  mild.  The  remaining  ten  were  admitted  :o 
Hospital.  There  was  one  death  in  the  series — a male  aged  30  years. 

Two  of  the  remaining  nine  cases  were  patients  in  local 
hospitals  when  diagnosed  but  belonged  to  districts  outside.  One  case 
was  on  holiday  in  Chester  and  was  transferred  to  hospital  in  his 
own  area.  Two  cases  made  a complete  recovery  without  residual 
paralysis.  The  remaining  four  had  varying  degrees  of  residual  paralysis 
and  were  under  the  care  of  the  Orthopaerlic  Surgeon  at  the  end  of  the 
year.

In  spite  of  the  large  number  of  women  con  inec 
in  the  hospital,  i.e.  1151,  there  is  a welcome  reduction  m the  number 
of  maternal  deaths — 3 in  1947  compared  with  10  in  1946.

County  Council  cases  again  increased  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
record  the  use  made  of  the  Hospital  by  other  Authorities. 

During  the  year  it  was  decided  to  institute  private  wards  at  the 
request  of  the  Visiting  Consultants. 

A Medical  Committee  consisting  of  Visiting  Consultants  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  established. 

To  increase  the  accommodation  for  Nursing  Staff,  No.  3,  Hoolc 
Park  was  taken  over  and  provides  accommodation  for  five  Sisters. 
During  the  year  a visit  was  paid  to  the  Hospital  by  an  advisory  Diet- 
ician of  the  Ministry  of  Health  who  reported  that  in  the  main  the 
• cooking  and  catering  was  of  a high  order  and  suggested  certain  im- 
provements which  were  carried  out  by  the  Hospital  Committee.  Owing 
to  the  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Maternity  Department  it  was  decided 
in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  to  appoint  a Resident  Obstetrician  and 
Gynaecologist. 

The  Annual  Prize  Giving  took  place  on  January  3rd  when  the 
Mayoress  (Mrs.  Frost)  presented  the  certificates  and  prizes  to  the 
successful  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff  and  gave  a short  address 
which  was  much  appreciated  by  everyone  present. 

The  training  of  the  nurses  and  pupil  midwives  has  continued  and 
the  following  are  the  results. 

18  Nurses  sat  the  preliminary  examination  and  14  passed. 

10  Nurses  entered  the  final  examination  and  9 were  successful. 

14  Pupil  Midwives  sat  Part  I of  the  Midwifery  examination  and 
10  passed. 

These  results  reflect  credit  both  on  the  candidates  and  on  all 
those  responsible  for  the  lectures  and  training.

MATERNITY  AND  CHLD  WELFARE 

There  is  a Joint  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  School 
Clinic  situated  in  Princess  Street.  The  accommodation  available  for 
maternity  and  child  welfare  pur{X)SCS  is  a waiting  room,  weighing  room 
and  consulting  room.  Two  sessions  are  held  per  week — Monday  and 
Thurs<Iay  afternoons.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  accommodation 
available  and  alternative  premises  arc  most  desirable. 

.An  additional  session  is  held  in  the  Saltney  area  on  Tuesday 
afternoons  in  the  Church  Hall  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 


At  these  sessions,  babies  and  toddlers  up  to  the  age  of  five  years 
are  weighed  regularly  and  records  of  progress  kept.  Mothers  wishing 
to  consult  the  Medical  Officer  are  encouraged  and  the  record  of  their 
consultations  are  shown  later. 

.Attendances  at  both  Princess  Street  and  Saltney  Jiave  increased 
in  1947  compared  with  1946. 
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Mothers  whose  husbands’  incomes  come  within  the  National 
Health  Insurance  limits  can  obtain  artificial  foods  for  their  infants  at 
cost  price  when  such  foods  are  recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer. 
It  is  encouraging  to  find  so  many  young  mothers  so  anxious  to  obtain 
advice  as  to  the  rearing  of  their  babies.  Keen  interest  is  taken  in  the 
scheme  for  Immunisation  against  diphtheria. 

Members  of  a Voluntary  Committee,  the  Chester  Infant  Welfare 
Committee,  attend  these  clinics  and  provide  tea  for  the  mothers. 
Garments  for  necessitous  children  are  also  made  and  distributed.  The 


services  of  these  willing  workers  is  much  appreciated.

ANTE  NATAL  CLINIC 


An  ante  natal  clinic  is  held  weekly  on  Wednes<lay  afternoons  and 
the  Maternity  and  Child  W'elfare  Officer  is  in  charge. 

Every  encouragement  is  given  to  the  Municipal  Midwives  to 
accompany  their  patients  to  the  Clinic.  The  Midwife  booked  for  the 
case  is  written  to  if  not  present. 

During  the  year,  179  mothers  have  been  seen  by  the  Medical 
Officer  and  these  mothers  have  made  527  attendances. 
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An  ante  natal  clinic  is  also  held  at  the  City  Hospital  in  connection 
with  the  Maternity  Department  of  the  Hospital  and  details  of  its  work 
will  be  found  in  the^Cily  Hospital  section  of  the  report. 


MUNICIPAL  MIDWIFERY  (SERVICE 

There  are  six  Municipal  Midwives  employed  by  the  Corporation. 
During-  the  year  they  attended  314  cases  as  midwives  and  67  cases  as 
maternity  nurses.  They  paid  5981  daily  nursing  visits  and  2057  ante 
natal  visits.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Midwives  Acts  the  Local 
.Authority  paid  the  whole  or  part  of  the  doctor’s  fee  when  called  by  the 
midwife  in  an  emergency  in  87  cases. 

5 notifications  of  artifical  feeding  were  received  during  the  year.

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INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  AND 

CHILDREN 

■ The  accommodation  in  the  Maternity  Department  of  the  City 
Hospital  is  more  than  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  City. 

Marasmic  and  ailing  babies  are  admitted  to  the  Children’s  De- 
partment of  the  City  Hospital. 

Healthy  children  up  to  three  years  of  age  are  admitted  to  the 
Lache  Nursery  by  arrangement  with  the  Public  Assistance  Department. 
Healthy  children  over  three  years  of  age  are  admitted  to  the  Children’s 
Home,  Wrexham  Road,  which  is  administered  by  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee. 


INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION 
(CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS  ACT,  1932) 

This  Act  is  administered  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee. 

The  register  is  kept  in  the  Health  Department  and  the  Super- 
intendent Health  Visitor  makes  the  necessary  visits.  The  number  of 
children  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  5. 


NURSING  HOMES

D ENT A L T R E ATM  ENT 

During  the  year  53  expectant  mothers  were  dentally  inspected 
and  of  these  49  accepted  treatment.  165  visits  were  made  for  treat- 
ment which  included  167  extractions,  26  anaesthetics,  36  fillings,  24 
gum  treatments  and  scalings  and  54  visits  for  the  taking  of  impressions 
and  fittings  for  dentures.  10  patients  were  fitted  with  dentures,  7 full 
and  3 partial  dentures. 
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At  present  the  patients  attending  for  inspection  and  treatment 
are  those  referred  from  the  ante-natal  clinics  for  some  dental  emergency. 
The  ideal  is  for  every  expectant  mother  to  be  inspected  by  a Dental 
Officer  and  advice  and  treatment  given  when  it  is  most  beneficial. 

The  pre-school  child  needs  dental  inspyection  and  treatment  and 
the  parent  dental  education.  Much  unnecessary  dental  disease  can  be 
obviated  if  an  interest  is  taken  in  the  care  of  the  teeth  and  the  hygiene 
of  the  mouth.

HOME  NURSING 

There  is  no  scheme  under  the  Local  Authority  but  nursing  in  the 
Home  is  carried  on  by  the  District  Nursing  Association  and  by  the 
Little  Sisters  of  the  Assumption  (Roman  Catholic  Nursing  Sisters  of 
the  Poor). 

Much  valuable  work  is  done  by  these  two  Voluntary  Organ- 
isation and  their  services  are  much  appreciated. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  situated  at  2,  King’s  Buildings, 
Kinpf  Street,  and  is  shared  by  the  County  of  Cheshire  Tuberculosis 
Officer. 


The  City  cases  are  seen  on  Mondays  at  ii  a.m.,  Thursdays  at 
II  a.m.  and  6 p.m.  and  X-Ray  photographs  are  taken  at  the  X-Ray 
Department  of  the  City  Hospital.  Artificial  pneumothorax  refills  are 
performed  by  Dr.  G.  S.  Erwin,  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the 
Liverpool  Sanatorium,  Delamere,  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  City  shares  in  the  Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium  at  Market 
Drayton.  Four  male  and  four  female  beds  are  available  there  for  City 
cases  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 


In  addition  both  male  and  female  cases  are  admitted  to  the 
Liverpool  Sanatorium,  Delamere,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
seven  male  and  seven  female  cases  receiving  treatment.  Chester  has 
been  fortunate  in  that  there  has  been  no  long  delay  experienced  m 
sending  patients  to  these  Sanatoria  during  the  year.  It  is  satisfying 
to  report  that  full  use  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  facilities  is  made 
by  gwieral  practitioners  and  by  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis 
who  wish  to  be  kept  under  observation. 
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Particulars  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  mortality  during

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 


The  Ambulance  Service  iS  administered  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment on  behalf  of  the  Watch  Committee.  During  the  year  the  service 
became  responsible  for  the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
following  the  closure  of  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  two  ambulances  previously  housed  at  the  Isolation  Hospital 
and  used  for  infectious  diseases  were  transferred  to  tlie  ambulance 
service  giving  a total  of  four  ambulances,  Humber,  Vauxhall,  Austin  and 
Morris. 

The  Ambulances  are  housed  in  part  of  Taylor’s  Garage,  North- 
gate  Street  with  an  exit  to  Hunter’s  Walk  and  the  Ambulance  personnel 
are  housed  in  Folliott  House,  nearby.  A twenty  four  hour  service, 
seven  days  a week  is  provided  and  there  are  seven  drivers  (female)  and 
seven  attendants  (male)  together  with  a mLchanic  who  acts  as  spare 
driver.  In  addition  to  accidents  in  the  City,  cases  of  illness  requiring 
removal  and  cases  of  infectious  disease,  the  .Ambulance  Service  is 
responsible  for  road  accidents  in  the  County  of  Cheshire  (10  miles  radius 
from  Chester)  and  for  road  accklents  in  the  County  of  Flintshire  (15 
miles  radius  from  Chester). 

Also  cases  of  illness  in  adjoining  county  areas  are  moved  on 
request.

CANCER 

The  Cancer  Act,  1939,  was  in  operation  in  the  City  as  from  1st 
March,  1946,  when  Chester  became  affiliated  to  the  Liverpool  Cancer 
Control  Organisation.  The  arrangements  for  treatment  have  worked 
.smoothly. 


BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920 

The  care  of  the  Blind  in  Chester  is  delegated  by  the  City  Council 
to  the  Chester  and  District  Blind  Welfare  Society.  The  City  Council 
is  represented  on  the  Management  Committee  and  contributes  a sum 
to  the  administration  expenses  of  the  Society. 

Financial  assistance  is  provided  by  the  City  Council  to  Blind 
persons  and  their  dependants  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  at 
present  in  force. 

One  adult  blind  person  (who  is  unemployable)  has  his  income 
augmented  to  £2  os.  od.  per  week  while  a blind  married  couple  have 
their  income  augmented  to  £2  week. 

Augmentation  of  wages  to  employable  blind  persons  amounts  to 
£i  5s.  od.  per  week. 

Sighted  dependants  of  blind  persons  receive  various  amounts 
as  sp>ecified  in  the  regulations. 

There  were  78  cases  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1947.  Nine 
licenses  were  issued  for  wirless  sets  for  blind  people. 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  8o_visits  to  blind  persons  during  the 


vear. 
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MENTAL  DEFICIENCY 

The  City  of  Chester  is  one  of  the  constituent  botlies  of  the 
Cheshire  Joint  Board  for  the  Mentally  Defective  whose  institution  is 
sited  at  Cranage  Hall.  The  City  share  of  the  accommodation  available

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  in  obtaining 
accommodation  for  mental  defectives.  The  problem  of  accommodation 
has  become  acute  as  there  has  been  no  building  carried  out  for  the  last 
seven  years  and  prior  to  the  war  in  1939  accommodation  was  limited. 
Ihe  greatest  demand  and  the  greatest  shortage  occurs  in  the  most 
trying  cases,  namely,  the  lowest  grade  of  mental  defective.

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Children  can  be  immunised  free  of  charge  cither  by  tlie  general 
practitioner  in  the  house  or  at  the  surgery  or  by  one  of  the  medical  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  at  school  or  clinic. 

'I'he  percentage  of  children  0-4  years  immune  is  estimated  at  56 
per  cent,  and  5-14  years  96  per  cent.  The  percentage  of  children  immune 
up  to  the  age  of  14  years  is  73. 

The  success  of  the  scheme  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  in  1947 
there  was  only  one  notification  of  diphtheria.  Ihere  has  been  no  death 
from  diphtheria  in  the  City  since  1943. 


CHESTER  ORTHOPAEDIC  AFTER  CARE  COMMITTEE 

The  fortnightly  clinic  sponsored  by  the  above  ceased  during  the 
year.  In  view  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  it  was  decided 
to  concentrate  the  Comrhittee’s  activities  on  after  care.  Orthopaedic 
treatment  for  patients  of  all  ages  is  carried  out  by  the  Orthopaedic 
Department  of  the  Royal  Infirmary. 

WATER 

The  City  water  supply  is  derived  from  the  River  Dee  and  is 
supplied  by  the  Chester  Waterworks  Company.  The  water  is  filtered 
and  chlorinated  at  the  Company’s  works. 

The  standard  of  purity,  absence  of  bacillus  coli  in  100  c.c.’s  of 
the  water  as  supplied  to  the  consumer  has  been  maintained  during  the 
year. 


Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  supply  including  water 
from  various  filter  beds  have  been  carried  out  twice  a month.  In  addition, 
chemical  analyses  of  water  from  a consumer’s  tap  have  been  carried  out 
by  the  Public  .Analyst  every  month,  and  the  following  table  gives  the 
result  of  these  analyses.

The  work  of  effecting  repairs  to  houses  has  been  very  onerous 
owing  to  the  shortage  of  material,  and  therefore  only  those  defects 
giving  rise  to  nuisances  prejudicial  to  health  has  been  dealt  with. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  .(DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

2151  visits  and  revisits  were  made  by  Sanitary  Inspectors  and 
Rcxient  Operatives  for  the  purposes  of  rodent  destruction.  The  methods 
adopted  being  (a)  proofing  of  premises,  (b)  use  of  traps,  (c)  poison  bait 
and  (d)  pnjison  gas. 

1 he  major  sites  of  infestation  in  the  City  are  the  Corporation 
refuse  tips  and  the  sewers. 

The  refuse  tip  was  subjected  to  special  treatment  with  excellent 
results  and  subsequent  post-baiting  has  proved  the  tip  to  be  practically 
free  from  the  vermin.  Workers  on  the  tip  report  that  they  have  never 
known  it  to  be  so  quiet.  Routine  visits,  observation  and  baiting  are, 
however,  carried  out. 

Maintenance  treatment  lof  the  sewers  was  carried  out  as  in 
previous  years  during  the  five  weeks  29th  September  to  ist  November, 
1947.  The  staff  consisted  of  two  Sanitary  Inspectors,  two  Rodent 

Operatives  and  a Driver  with  lorry. 

< 

The  City  was  divided  into  areas  and  each  sewer  manhole  within 
each  area  treated  separately,  requiring  2342  visits.  The  treatment 
consisted  of  pre-baiting  with  damp  biscuit  meal  each  manhole  on  two 
consecutive  days  followed  by  poison  baiting  in  manholes  where  pre-bait 
takes  had  been  recorded.  The  poison  used  being  composed  of  biscuit 
meal  plus  25%  Zinc  Phosphide.  671  manholes  were  pre-baited  and  329 
were  found  to  require  poison  treatment.  335  lbs.  of  biscuit  meal  as 
pre-bait  and  124  lbs.  of  poison  bait  were  used.

Approximately  90%’  of  the  surface  infestations  are  traced  to 
defective  drains  whilst  the  keeping  of  poultry  in  yards  and  gardens 
added  to  the  number  of  complaints  made  to  the  Health  Department. 
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Poultry  houses  should  be  built  off  the  floor  with  a space  underneath 
whilst  scatti  red  food  should  be  reduced  to  a minimum  as  this  attracts 
the  rodents.  Mice  have  also  become  a problem  calling  for  an  increased 
amount  of  attenion. 

659  rats  and  i,go6  mice  have  been  caught  during  the  year,  al- 
though it  is  not  possible  tO'  estimate  the  number  actually  destroyed  by 
poison  bait  or  gas.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  average  solids-not-fat  content  of  ihe 
milk  sold  in  the  City  is  below  the  standard  of  8.5%.  The  figure  is 
somewhat  misleading  as  22  of  the  samples  taken  were  reported  to  be 
below  standard  and  eleven  of  these  certified  to  contain  added  water. 
The  solids-not-fat  average  figure,  excluding  the  22  samp'es  reported 
below  standard,  was  8.7%. 
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ICE  CREAM 

Thirty-two  (32)  samples  have  been  submitted  for  examination 
and  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  suggested  by  the  Ministry. 
The  test  is  not  a statutory  one  and  the  samples  are  graded  according 
to  the  length  of  time  taken  in  decolourising  the  Methylene  Blue.i 
Grades  i and  2 are  considered  satisfactory  and  3 and  4 unsatisfactory.

There  is,  however,  much  doubt  about  the  reliability  of  the  test 
as  comparative  samples  taken  from  the  same  consignment  at  the  same 
time  have  given  varied  results,  not  only  in  Chester  but  generally 
throughout  the  Country.  . 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947,  re- 
quiring the  heat  treatment  of  ice  cream  or  the  manufacture  of  a cold 
mix  under  certain  hygienic  conditions  will  assist  the  supply  of  a safer 
commodity.  Much  of  the  good  work  will  become  negatived  by  the  sale 
of  treated  ice  cream  from  barrows  in  the  open  liable  to  contamination 
by  dust.  etc.  in  addition  to  the  difliculty  of  maintaining  cleanliness 
of  the  serving  utensils  and  hands  of  the  salesman. 

Pre_wfapping  of  ice  cream  for  sale  under  these  circumstances 
is  recommended.  Some  of  the  provisions  of  the  new  Regulations  have 
now  been  postponed  until  1949  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining 
certain  apparatus  necessary  for  treatment 

The  premises -and  barrows  in  the  City  where  ice  cream  is  either 
manufactured  dr  sold  are  kept  under  constant  supervision  and  no 
complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year. 


CANAL  BOATS  ACTS 

Fortv-two  canal  boats  were  inspected  during  1947.  Two  of  the 
boats  were' found  to  have  leaky  cabin  roofs  and  overdue  for  painting. 
Complaint  notes  were  served  on  the  owners  and  later  returned  as  com- 
plied with. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Efforts  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  reduce  the  increasing 
smoke  nuisance  in  the  City.  This  has  proved  very  difficu  t owing  to 
the  deterioration  in  boiler  plant  and  the  scarcity  of  renewals,  and  also 
the  inferior  quality  of  the  fuel  supplied.  ^ he  sources  of  the  mos 
serious  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  City  are  (a)  the  Railways,  (b) 


Domestic  chimneys,  (Cj  Manufacturing  boiler  plant  and  (d)  Laundries. 
Four  cases  of  heavy  and  eight  of  moderate  pollution  have  been  in- 
vestigated on  complaint.  Unfortunately  the  majority  of  these  have 
been  caused  by  the  Railways  over  which  we  have  no  jurisdiction.  'I'he 
remainder  were  reduced  by  co-operation  with  the  management  and 
stokers  of  the  plants  concerned.  Routine  observations  have  been  made 
by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  ho'd  special  qualifications  in  this 
sphere  of  smoke  abatement,  fuel  ecor.omy  and  boiler  management.  Much 
useful  work  has  been  done  by  instruction  and  persuasion.  The  problem 
is  not  only  local  but  national  in  character. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACT 

Rag  Flock,  used  in  the  manufacture  of  bedding,  etc.,  must  not 
contain  more  than  30  parts  of  chlorine  per  100,000  parts  of  flock.  Two 
samples  have  been  submitted  for  examination  and  proved  satisfactory, 
containing  g and  u parts  of  chlorine  respectively.

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS 

fifty-three  (53}  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Pathological  De- 
partment, Chester  Royal  Infiiniary,  for  biological  examination.  Four 
7-5  (^ent.)  were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli  of  bovine  origin, 

an  increase  compared  with  1946  when  the  percentage  was  5-7  per  cent. 

fortunately  the  milk  produced  on  the  farms  from  which  the 
positive,  samples  were  obtained  is  sold  wholesale  to  pasteurising  estab- 
lishments and  rendered  harmless. 

1 he  alTected  animals  belonged  to  farms  within  the  Citv  Boundary 
and  tlie  positive  results  were  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  .\gricultur-e  and 
fisheries  {.'\nimal  Health  Division).  The  animals  were  traced  and 
slaughtered  and  subsequent  samples  showed  the  herds  on  these  farms 
to  be  free.
